“ROOP,” SAID GEN. DAWES. 


IFE is all one column of figures 
after another in these days of 
government economy for Colo- 
nel James Clawson Roop, Di- 

rector of the Bureau of the Budget 
And these columns of figures stretch 
from the Treasury Building to the 
White House, up to Capitol Hill and 
back again, as Uncle Sam is engaged 
in his annual circus act—part acro- 
batics, part legerdemain and part 
juggling—known as “balancing the 
budget.”’ 


It is not difficult to imagine the 
long years of accountancy and audit- 
ing which must have prepared Colo- 
nel Roop for his present task. As 
a matter of fact, he is nota C. P. A 
but an electrical engineer and con- 
struction expert, which he might still 
be but for the accident of being as- 
signed in 1917 to the Seventeenth 
(Railway) Engineers, the first Ameri- 
can regiment, by the way, to parade 
through the streets of London The 
Lieutenant Colonel of that regiment 
was a man named Dawes, a some- 
what unmilitary officer who forgot 
to keep his overcoat buttoned, who 
addressed the stern Commander-in- 
Chief of the A. E. F. as ‘‘John,’’ and 
who was detailed by ‘‘John’’ to be- 
come the purchasing agent of the 
American Army in France. 

‘“‘Roop,’”’ said Colonel Dawes in 
Paris to a young 
Captain who wore 
very round eye- 
glasses anda 
rather silky mus- 
tache, ‘‘have you 
ever done any sta 
tistical work?’’ 

“IT never have,’ 
was the reply 
“but I think 1 
could.’’ 

Then and there 
an electrical and 
construction engi- 
neer became a statistician. Had he 
known what was coming when he 
was a student in the University of 
Pennsylvania, he might have entered 
the Wharton School of Finance in- 
stead of fingering a slide rule in en 
gineering courses. But that is a way 
they had in the army: find out what 
you could do, record it on some 
pretty little cards, file the cards 
away and then tell you to do some- 
thing different. The surprising thing 
was that sometimes it worked.

Anyway, young Captain Roop 
worked. He assembled row upon row 
of figures representing Spanish 
horses, Missouri mules, railway ties, 
bales of hay, telephone poles, tons 
of coal and red tape and sealing wax 

Out of uniform at last, General 
Dawes returned to his Chicago bank. 
Electrical Engineer and Statistician 
Roop traveled about the country as a 
consultant to public utilities. Then 
Uncle Sam decided to have a budget. 
For a number of years he had been 
talking about it, but never before had 
got around to it. Finally Congress 
said to the President, ‘‘Give us a 
budget.’’ President Harding said to 
General Dawes, ‘‘You do it.’’ And 
General Dawes put a can of pipe to- 
bacco on a desk in an attic room in 
the Treasury Building and said to 
Colonel Roop, ‘‘Leave your public 
utility people and come and give me 
some figures.”’ 


After a year of thumping his desk 
before spendthrift bureau chiefs and 
waving broom handles in front of 
Cabinet officers, General Dawes 
turned over his job to General Lord. 
a State-of-Mainer who told stories in- 
stead of waving broom handles, and 
Colonel Roop became Assistant Di- 
rector of the Budget. A few months

later Colonel Roop went to work for 
Dawes Brothers in Chicago. 

In 1929 the Dominican Republic said 
to General Dawes, ‘‘Come down and 
give us a budget.”’ 

“Come along,’’ said General Dawes 
to Colonel Roop. 

The people of Santo Domingo hav- 
ing been blessed with a budget, and 
General Lord having died, President 
Hoover said to General Dawes, ‘‘Now 
that you are going to London as Am- 
bassador, what about a Director of 
the Budget?’’ 

“‘Roop,’’ said General Dawes. And 
Roop it is.

N page 7 of Joe Miller’s Joke 
Book is the yarn of a man who 
was thrown out of the front 
door of a saloon, then out of the 
side door and finally out of the back 
door. ‘‘I guess they don’t like me,” 
he announced when he picked him- 
self up for the third time. 

Now, no one has called Soviet Rus- 
sia a saloon, whatever else it has 
been termed, and 
Sir Henri Deter- 
ding has not been 
thrown out even 
once, but after 
two years of be- 
ing held up as a 
bogy man “Sir 
Henri has reached 
the same ' con- 
clusion. ‘‘I khow 
that I am hated 
by the Russians,” 
he said last week. 
“They have re- 
ported me to be dead, that my body 
was found in a boat. They have said 
that I am a bankrupt, that I am a 
crimina] and that I have run away 
from my business.’ 

All of this is fairly good evidence 
that Sir Henri is not only alive but 
kicking. As a matter of fact, the di- 
rector general of the Royal Dutch 
Petroleum Company and director of 
the Shell Transport ‘and Trading 
Company has been very much alive, 
but has done comparatively little 
kicking over what has been said 
about him, which is plenty. 

When Albert B. Fall resigned as 
Secretary of the Interior, he declared 
that the ‘‘most vital and important” 
to the country of any of his official 
acts was his denial of certain Okla- 
homa oil leases to a subsidiary of 
Sir Henri’s Royal Dutch Shell. Con- 
sidering some of Mr. Fall’s other 
transactions which came to light 
later. this seems to be an extreme 
statement. 

Forty years ago H. W. A. Deter- 
ding was a homesick bank clerk in 
the Dutch East Indies. Another Hol- 
lander named Kessler persuaded him 
to leave the bank for his oil busi- 
ness, a concern with a high-sounding 
name and some low-paying oil wells. 
Six years later Kessler died, and the

former bank clerk became manag- 
ing director of the Royal Dutch Pe 
troleum Company.

A FORTUNATE BID. 
UDGING by a few of the ques- 
tions asked in a committee hear- 
ing last week, some United 

States Senators must have been un- 
der the impression that they were 
examining the wrong Whitney. In- 
stead of Richard Whitney, president 
of the New York Stock Exchange, 
they might have been questioning 
Dr. Whitney of General Electric’s 
‘‘House of Mag- 
ic,’’ or perhaps 
the Eli Whitney 
who invented the 
cotton gin. 

Times have 
changed. Not so 
many years ago 
the public appear- 
ances of the head 
of the New York 
Stock Exchange 
were confined to 

Mr. Whitney. three or four 

times a year when 
he mounted a pulpit above the trad- 
ing floor, jingled a bell, and when 
the din subsided announced the sus- 
pension of a firm or a stock from 
the Exchange. Now, however, he 
travels as frequently as Mayor Walk- 
er, attends as many dinners as Irvin 
S. Cobb, speaks almost as often as 
former Senator Heflin, and is called 
to the witness stand more times than 
Chile Acuna. At least, so it seems 
by the headlines. And Mr. Whitney’s 
subject, ‘‘A Defense of Short Selling 
and a Denial of Bear Raiding,’’ has 
become a topic as heatedly debated 
as prohibition, Shanghai, debt can- 
cellation, steel or wooden shaft golf 
clubs, free wheeling and _ synchro- 
nized mesh, pennant chances this 
year, ‘‘the unusual weather we are 
having,’’ and whether prosperity or 
the depression is just around the 
corner. 

Mr. Whitney’s first encounter with 
pitiless publicity came shortly before 
2 o’clock on the afternoon of Oct. 
24, 1929. The day before the bottom 
of the market had fallen out as sud- 
denly as the springing of a hang- 
man's trap. Mr. Whitney, then vice 
president and acting head of the Ex- 
change, walked across the trading 
floor and said: ‘‘205 for 25,000 U. S. 
Steel.’”’ It is unfortunate for the 
sake of fact more romantic than fic- 
tion that Mr. Whitney’s bid did not 
stem the panic. To be sure, it halted 
the toboggan for a short while. Steel 
went up to 206 and a fraction and 
instead of 25,000 shares Mr. Whitney 
was able to buy only 200. Therefore, 
his bid will not rank with such 
eleventh-hour rescues as the arrival 
of the Seventh U. S. Cavalry, De- 
stroyer No. 274 or Plane Z-00-M at 
the scene of distress. On the other 
hand, it is fortunate for Mr. Whitney 
or his client that only 200 U. S. Steel 
could be bought at the bid price; the 
way Steel is now, suppose he had 
bought 25,000 shares!
